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William Harris Quits Work 
Carried Mail For 20 Years 


William Harris, who hai carried , 
the mail between the post office 
and the Canadian National nail¬ 
way station for the last 20 years, 
made hia last trip on Thursday 
evening. On Friday, the first day j 
of April, the contract was taken 
over Dy David Barrett. 

On Thuraday evening, post office 
associates paid a visit to the home 
of Mr. Harris on Ellen street and 
presented him with a handsome 
living room lamp. It provides both 
direct and indirect lighting. The 
presentation was made by Col. C. 
M. Corkett. Brampton postmaster. 

; Friends of Mr. Harris at the C.N.R. 

! station presented him with a valu¬ 
able and comfortable pair of slip¬ 
pers. 

A son of Martin Harris, he was 
bom in Garafraxa township 77 ; 
years ago. His early years were 
spent in farming. At the age of 19, 
he joined Burnett L.O.L., No. 5, 
when the hall was out at Orange- 
dale on the Third line east. Thos. 
Graham was master at the time. 

For some years he worked with 
James Jackson at Meadowvale. In 
the course of time, he became a 
partner of Mr. Jackson. Lat*r he 
purchased the farm outright. In 
the early part of December, 28 
years ago, he was taking a cow 
from Meadowvale to a butcher at 
Mount Charles. When coming to 
Palestine school, the animal \took 
a run through the yard and then 
started back home. Mr. Harris tried 
to stop her, and, while doing so, 
was knocked down. His right arm 
was injured so seriously that 
strenuous work during the rest of 
his life seemed impossible. 

Upon hearing this verdict, he sold 
out his farm and purchased a liv¬ 
ery business in Brampton. He 
started about this time of year in 
1910. This he continued for 11 
years, at which time he disposed 
of his business to 0. Rutledge. 

During the first year of his liv- 
‘ ery venture, he only saw a couple 
of automobiles in the district. Dur¬ 
ing succeeding years they became 
more numerous. Mr. Harris is of 
the opinion that horses have more 
i intelligence than some people be¬ 
lieve. Upon meeting one of the 
noisy contraptions of the early 
days, they reared up because they 
thought they were going to get a 
taste of the whip. If the lines were 
allowed to hang a bit slack, they 
would pass without difficulty. 


f Others, he recalls, made a dive for 
* th»* nearest laneway when seeing an 
automobile approaching. This, he 
says, only caused them to think 
i there was some reason to be afraid. 

I For a long time he .provided 
travelling accommodation at all 
hours, day and night, for a!X doc¬ 
tors. Some of the trips were made 
| during blinding snow storms and 
! others when mud was axle deep. 
Drives to Georgetown, Milton, 
Streetsville, Caledon East, and 
Orangeville were not infrequent. He 
recalls when horses drawing bug¬ 
gies had to pause often for a breath 
when plodding through mud on the 
main street in Brampton. 

Mr. Harris had a long period of,, 
illness a few years ago as the re-, 
suit of a heart attack. For some 
time past, he has been carrying 
mail in all kinds of weather. He 
served under three postmasters and 
only missed one train, that being 
due to a bad traffic jam on the 
main street 15 years ago. 

His wife, formerly Miss Jennie 
Bartley, passed to her reward four 
year ago. He has two daughters* 
and two sons. Mrs. Fred Ashton, 
Brampton; Mias Verral Harris, To- 
l ronto; Bartley Harris, in Orange- 
t ville; and Elgie Harris, now em- 
r ployed as a graduate druggist in 
; Brampton.
